According to drawing room stand­ 
ards he didn’t quite belong’, but as 
a trainer and friend of the cham ­ 
pion 
he was so completely 
com ­ 
petent and loyal that he was given 
virtually all the credit 
for Louis 
climb to success as a finished pro­ 
duct of the fist-fighting business. 
When Blackburn died Friday at 
Chicago boxing lost one of its more 
a s t u t e personages and Louis lost the 
man who made him a great as he is 
today

Blackburn brought it out. impart­ 
ing a knowledge of punching and 
boxing that enabled Blackburn to 
f i g h t even heavyweights in h i s hey­ 
day when he was scarcely moie than 
a welter.
